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Ambitious plan for 
Ely’s future revealed 


ELY will become a 
vibrant shopping hub 
for Cambridgeshire, 
boasting a world-class 
cycle network and hun¬ 
dreds of riverside 
homes. 

That is the vision for the 
city in 2020 laid out by 
urban planners, Urbed, 
who gave community 
leaders a glimpse of their 
vision for the city over the 
next 15 years. 

The Manchester-based design 
consultancy is drawing up the Ely 
Masterplan, which will decide 
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how the city will grow to an 
expected 25,500 residents by 2020. 

Their report will be made 
public in March, but around 60 
leading figures from Ely have 
been given a sneak preview of the 
design team’s plans. 

Dr Nicholas Falk, director of 
Urbed, outlined his vision for Ely 
to the assembled councillors, 
local business people and civic 
group leaders at a meeting at the 
Mattings on Monday. 

At the heart of his manifesto 
for the city was reconnecting Ely 
with its historic links to the 
water. 

He said: “There is a surprising¬ 


ly poor access to the river front. 
The water is a fantastic resource, 
but you cannot find your way to 
it. The city is not operating on all 
cylinders because of this lack of 
access to the river.” 

Plans unveiled at the meeting, 
included a large housing complex 
on the site of the current sewage 
works in Willow Walk, which 
would move to a larger facility, 
freeing up the prime city centre 
land. 

Other key components in the 
Ely Masterplan will be: 

■ creation of an attractive 
housing complex in the station 
quarter and in Angel Drove 

■ a new country park near Ely 

■ a network of Dutch-style cycle 
paths, to criss-cross the city 


■ new riverside homes 

■ a major drive to attract more 
shops to Ely city centre 

■ an improved southern link road 

Dr Falk added: “It has been said 
Ely is becoming a dormitory for 
over-stressed commuters, but that 
is not how most people see their 
city 

“It’s a growth area and a place 
where people want to live.” 

Han Lorzing, from the 
Netherlands Institute for Spatial 
Research at Eindhoven Uni¬ 
versity, also explained how Ely 
would follow a Dutch model of 
transport, which put cycling at its 
centre.

Babies learn sign rhymes 


BABIES and mums in Ely are 
learning sign language at a 
new nursery class in the city. 
The tots are the first hearing 
children in Ely to learn the 
basic British Sign Language 
gestures such as “milk”, “eat”, 
“drink”, “bath” and “bed”. 

The youngsters also learn how 
to sign their favourite nursery 
rhymes with their mothers. 
Education experts believe 
signing can help children under 
two to improve their language 
skills and calm down toddlers 
who are frustrated at being 
unable to talk to their parents. 
The classes at Ely library, in 
The Cloisters, on Thursday 
mornings are run by Ely mother 
Yvonne Tolland, who set up 


the nursery after she taught her 
own children to sign. 

She said: “It’s a great way to 
get babies to communicate 
before they can speak. 

“Some people fear signing 
might interfere with babies’ 
speech, but that’s not the 
case. Studies show babies 
have a better verbal range if 
they combine learning to speak 
with signing. 

“The classes have just started 
but we have already got 10 
children here with their 
mothers and they are really 
enjoying the classes.”

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Barn owls find new nesting boxes a hoot 


BARN owls are appearing more 
frequently in the Cambridgeshire 
countryside thanks to a new 
nesting programme. 

A survey by the Barn Owl Con¬ 
servation Network has revealed 
that more barn owls than ever are 
breeding in boxes which have 
been installed in barns and farm 
buildings. 

Other rare species are also 
making use of the boxes. 


The survey found that 18 boxes 
had been used by 17 pairs of barn 
owls, the highest number of pairs 
ever recorded on Cambridgeshire 
County Council’s farms estate, 
with three pairs producing dou¬ 
ble broods. 

In addition, four pairs of kest¬ 
rels and seven pairs of stock 
doves also used the boxes to raise 
a family. 

All three species are considered 
at risk. Evidence that jackdaws 


had used some of the boxes was 
also found. 

Jon Macmillan, the council’s 
rural estate manager, said: “The 
county council is committed to 
protecting and improving the 
environment and countryside of 
Cambridgeshire. 

“I am delighted that these boxes 
have played their part in helping 
to increase the number of birds - 
particularly as these three species 
are considered to be at risk.” 



Paice pleads for crackdown on misery 



‘Horrendous’ fate 


of migrant workers

GREEDY and ruthless gang- 
masters who are exploiting 
migrant workers on farms in 
East Anglia must be stopped, 
says an MR 

Jim Paice, South East Cambridge¬ 
shire MP, told work and pensions 
secretary Peter Hain not enough 
was being done to stop tyrannical 
agency bosses mistreating and 
taking advantage of Eastern Euro¬ 
pean and Chinese workers. 

They traditionally come to East 
Anglia to earn a living and send 
money to their families back home. 

The Tory farming spokesman 
tackled Mr Hain during a special 
opposition debate about 6,000 mig¬ 
rants without work permits or the 
right to a job using wrongly-issued 
National Insurance numbers to gain 
employment illegally 

Mr Paice said: “The Government 
introduced the Gangmasters Licen¬ 
sing Authority, yet there has been no 
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diminution in the number of unlaw¬ 
fully operating gangmasters, who 
exploit usually illegal immigrants, 
who are housed disgracefully and 
paid a fraction of what they should 
be paid. 

“That is because the Government 
completely failed to provide the 
licensing authority with the powers 
and resources to do the job that 
everybody in the House believes it 
should be doing.” 

Mr Hain replied: “I just do not 
recognise that description of the 
situation at all.” 

Mr Paice said: “There are many 
very good gangmasters who work in 
the salad, vegetable and fruit ind¬ 
ustry across Cambridgeshire, Suff¬ 
olk and Norfolk, but there are a 
small number of horrendous ex¬ 


amples of extreme exploitation of 
vulnerable workers across East 
Anglia. 

“The Government has failed to do 
enough to tackle them. And as usual, 
Mr Hain failed to answer the quest¬ 
ion.” 

Mr Paice said typically the work¬ 
ers were EU citizens from across 
Eastern Europe or non-EU citizens 
from places like the Ukraine and 
Belarus. 

He said: “Some are illegal immi¬ 
grants particularly vulnerable to 
exploitation. 

“They are brought over here and 
herded into appalling accomm¬ 
odation, often with many to a room, 
and charged extortionate rents, 
leaving them with a poverty wage. 

“The Government brought in the 
legislation to licence gangmasters to 
tackle this problem but failed to 
back it up with money and powers 
and this horrendous exploitation is 
still going on.”

Dealer had 30 
bags of drugs 

A DRUG dealer faces prison after a police 
raid found 30 bags of herbal cannabis in 
his home. 

Dale Sterrett was told by Ely mag¬ 
istrates on Tuesday he would almost 
certainly be jailed after admitting 
possession of a Class C drug with intent 
to supply 

The cannabis, worth £480, was dis¬ 
covered during a raid on Sterrett’s home 
in Peacock Way, Littleport, on November 
8. The drugs had been divided into 30 
bags, while officers also found weighing 
scales and cash amounts of $1,400 and 
£ 220 . 

But Jacqui Baldwin, defending, said 
the 25-year-old had only bought the 88g of 
cannabis to divide between him and two 
friends for their own use. 

She said: “He did not profit in any way 
This was a non-commercial supply where 
the gentleman has supplies for him and 
his friends.” 

Sterrett was released on bail while a 
pre-sentence report is prepared. 

He will return to Ely Magistrates Court 
on February 5 to be sentenced._

Preliminary sketches have already 
been drawn up for a network of cycle 
paths linking Ely and the surrounding 
area. 

Coun Mike Rouse, vice-chairman of 
East Cambridgeshire’s Strategic Dev¬ 
elopment Committee, said: “We need to 
take people with us in this planning 
process and make sure there are no nasty 
surprises when the proposals are 
announced. 

“We need to see more than houses - we 
need facilities, cycleways, leisure oppor¬ 
tunities to make Ely into a more sustain¬ 
able community without destroying its 
historic character.”

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PLANS to make the 
grounds of Ely Cathedral 
greener and more visitor- 
friendly have been 
unveiled. 

New seating, paving and 
lighting could all be installed 
on the north side of the 11th 
Century cathedral to make it 
an attractive destination for 
pedestrians and people wishing 
to picnic there. 

The Steeple Road area is 
currently flanked by rows of 
large shop rubbish bins, which 
will be screened using trees 
and plants. 

The plans have been com¬ 
missioned by the City of Ely 
Perspective, which is asking 
residents to have their say 
before the proposals are sub¬ 
mitted to East Cambridgeshire 
District Council at the end of 
March. 

Coun Sheila Friend-Smith, 
chairman of the Ely Design 
Group, said the plans would

transform the shabby area into 
a popular area for families and 
tourists. 

She said: “It’s a real eyesore 
at the moment and really lets 
the city down. 

“Visitors to Ely are always 
very surprised we have this 
ugly area right next to what 


many people think is one of the 
finest buildings in Europe. 

“We want to make it a really 
pleasant place for people to 
walk, sit and eat their picnics. 

“Everyone we’ve spoken to 
about these plans are in favour 
of them. We now want to get 
more opinions on what we 
should do. 

“If it’s a success, we could 
even have businesses in Steeple 
Row opening up on to the paved 
area, which would make it a 
really lovely place to visit.” 

The Civic Society hopes to 
attract funding from heritage 
charities for the improvement 
plans, which have been drawn 
up by Sussex-based architects 
Christ Blandford Associates. 

Mainly built in Norman 
times, Ely Cathedral is also 
known as “The Ship of the 
Fens” and attracts thousands of 
visitors a year, bringing 
millions of pounds into the 
city’s economy. 

The proposals will be on 
display at Ely Library until 
Saturday for general comment.

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Residents receive £5,000 for 
homes built on blighted land

FAMILIES living on 
toxic land have been 
awarded a £5,000 
council pay-out. 

The awards come after 
a Government report 
slammed the authority 
for major administrative 
blunders. 

Four families living in 
the worst affected homes 
in Old School Close, 
Littleport, near Ely, have 
been awarded the cash by 
East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council following a 
damning report by the 
Local Government Om¬ 
budsman. 

The report’s author, 
Jerry White, concluded 
the council had made a 
major mistake by failing 
to ensure the site of the 
former gasworks had 
been properly decontam¬ 
inated when 26 homes 
were built there in 1990. 

The failure left dozens 
of families living on land 
contaminated by cancer- 
producing chemicals, 
such as benzopyrene and 
arsenic, with readings 
more than 100 times

higher than acceptable 
levels. 

One of the victorious 
homeowners was Jane 
Hipkin, 27, who lives in 
Old School Close, with 
her husband Daniel, 29, 
and their three-month-old 
baby, Mark. 

She said: “We are 
pleased by the ombuds¬ 
man’s decision which 
states there was an 
injustice against us. 


“We did everything 
possible to cover our¬ 
selves by commissioning 
searches, but have ended 
up with a property that is 
effectively worthless. 

“I’m glad to get £5,000, 
but we are still con¬ 
cerned it is not enough 
when you compare it to 
the fall in our home’s 
value. 

“We now want the 
clean-up to take place as 


we don’t want to live on 
contaminated land, esp¬ 
ecially with a new baby.” 

Jane’s husband Daniel 
added: “It’s taken us two 


and a half years, but the 
decision has now gone in 
our favour. 

“We were hoping for 
more as we might still be 
left heavily out of pocket 
by the fall in the value of 
our house. No estate 
agents will touch these 
homes and none of them 
have been sold for five 
years.” 

Decontamination of 
the land is due to take 
place later this year after 
the Department of Food a 
nd Rural Affairs (Defra) 
agreed to fund £249,000 of 
the work, with East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council picking up the 
clean-up bill for £370,000. 

In his report, Mr White 
concluded there were 
faults in the way the 
council granted planning 
permission for homes, as 
it should have insisted on 
decontamination before 
building work began. 

He said the council had 


also failed to take into 
account Government ad¬ 
vice and guidance on 
dealing with planning 
applications for develop¬ 
ments on contaminated 
land. 

He called the mal¬ 
administration a “signif¬ 
icant injustice” and 
ordered the council to 
pay the claimants £5,000 
each. 

John Hill, chief execu¬ 
tive of East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council, 
said: “We recognise our 
responsibility in this case 
and sincerely regret the 
stress this has caused 
residents in the area. 

“We have learnt val¬ 
uable lessons as a result 
of this case and are 
confident that, given the 
clear, strict guidelines 
which are now in place to 
deal with contaminated 
land issues, an incident 
such as this should not 
happen again.”

Not all off-roaders 
act irresponsibly 


Sir, I am writing in response to your 
item of January 10, “Closed routes 
ruined by 4x4 drivers”. 

I am the Greenlanes Officer of Beds 
Herts and Cambs Land Rover Club 
(BHCLRC). We are a large club with 
members who drive byways regularly. 

I was appalled at the behaviour of the 
“recreational 4x4 drivers” you describe 
in the item. Our club prides itself on 
abiding by the law and other 
regulations and acting considerately to 
other users of the countryside. 

If the council or other authority 
temporarily closes a byway (TRO) that 
means that the Right of Way is 
suspended and that the route cannot 
be driven. The damage they caused in 
forcing access on to closed routes is 
inexcusable. 


Further we are sensitive to damage that 
can be caused by driving over soft 
ground after prolonged rain and try to 
avoid such routes. After bad weather 
we try to liaise with local council rights 
of way officers to ascertain the 
condition of greenlanes in the area. 

We would ask the public not to tar all 
off-road drivers with the same brush 
and those drivers discussed in the item 
to comply with the law, consider the 
public and other users of the 
countryside and not to cause damage 
which may ultimately lead to the 
permanent closure of all byways in the 
area.

‘Devastated’ 
family grieves 
for van driver

TRIBUTES have been paid to a 26-year- 
old man who died in an horrific crash. 

Leighton King, of Blackthorn Court, 
Soham, was driving a company van to 
work when it was involved in a head- 
on crash with a lorry on the A142 
Soham Road in the early morning of 
Tuesday, January 15. 

Floral tributes have been left at the 
scene of the crash at the junction with 
Eye Hill Drove, which is mid-way 
between Ely and Soham. 

One of the messages left at the scene 
read: “Leighton, you will never be 
forgotten. All our love, Dale and 
Jodie”. Another read: “A dark empty 
hole will be left now you are gone. The 
angels will take good care of you now. 
Sarah, Wayne Billy and Ellie”. 

Leighton’s father Tony, who lives in 
Isleham, where Leighton grew up, 
said: “He was a great guy with so 
many friends. We are all just 
devastated.” 

The 26-year-old worked for Water- 
beach-based construction supply 
company Dickersons, where he had 
been plant operator for four years. 

Mark Davenport, managing director 
of Dickersons, paid tribute to Mr 
King, calling him a “perfect emp¬ 
loyee”. 

He said: “Leighton was an incred¬ 
ibly genuine, hard-working and lovely 
guy. He was held in very high regard 
by colleagues and management alike - 
we are all numb with the shock of 
losing him.” 

A 37-year-old lorry driver from 
Spain was arrested at the scene on sus¬ 
picion of causing death by dangerous 
driving. He has been released pending 
further inquiries and will answer bail 
on March 17. 

Police are keen to trace anyone who 
may have witnessed the crash. 

Sgt Tim Stonebridge said: “I would 
like to speak to anyone on the Soham 
Road at the time of the incident who 
witnessed the collision.”

Road closure as 
bank washed away 


FLOODING brought 
chaos to roads and 
villages after a night of 
heavy rain in the region. 
Up to an inch of rain fell 
in places last 
Wednesday, causing 
roads to be closed to 
motorists and putting 
homes in jeopardy of 
flooding. 

A section of the Forty 
Foot Bank road, 
between Chatteris and 
Ramsey Forty Foot, was 
closed by Cambridge¬ 
shire County Council 
after part of the bank 
collapsed and slipped 
into the drain, taking 
some of the road with it. 
Work is now under way 
to repair the bank east 
of Puddock Bridge, 
which had already 
begun to slip at the 
weekend when traffic 


lights had to be used to 
reduce the road to one 
lane. 

Mark Kemp, director of 
highways access for 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council, said diversions 
were in place and the 
repair work could take 
weeks or even months. 

He said: “We are 
working hard to 
investigate how this 
happened and to get 
the banks repaired as 
soon as possible and 
open to traffic.” 

Mr Kemp added: “This 
really illustrates just how 
unstable some of these 
drain banks can be and 
therefore how difficult it 
can be to put physical 
measures, such as 
barriers, along them.” 


‘I’ll slash you’ 
text lands man 
with jail term 


A MAN who threat¬ 
ened to “slash” a 
young woman and 
her family has been 
jailed after police 
caught him carrying 
a knife. 

Aaron Bovelle was 
stopped by a police officer 
as he crossed Broad Street 
car park in Ely on 
January 3, just a week 
after he had sent a flurry 
of abusive text messages 
to Kayley Stocker. 

The officer searched 
Bovelle and found he was 
carrying a Stanley knife. 

Bovelle, 21, of Priors 
Court, Ely, appeared at the 
city’s magistrates’ court, 
where he pleaded guilty to 
possession of a bladed 
article and harassment. 

The court heard how 
Bovelle had met Miss 
Stocker at a party in 
August and she had given 
him her number, expect¬ 
ing him to call. 

However, she only 
heard from him when he 
began sending her abus¬ 
ive text messages in 
December after an argu¬ 
ment between their 
mutual friends.

Katie Tyndall, prosec¬ 
uting, said: “On the first 
occasion, she ignored 
them, but she later 
reported them to police. 

“An officer visited Mr 
Bovelle on December 24 
about the messages. 

“But just after 4am on 
Christmas Day, she rec¬ 
eived a message saying 
All of them - I’m going to 
slash your family’ and 
later, T’m going to smash 
them and cut them.’ 

Bovelle was then 
arrested by police, who 
discovered the Stanley 
knife on him. He was 
taken to Ely police station 
where he admitted send¬ 
ing the texts and carrying 
the knife, which he 
claimed he needed for self¬ 
protection. 

The offensive weapon 
charge was his second in 
just three months, having 
pleaded guilty at Ely Mag¬ 
istrates’ Court in October 
after he was arrested 
carrying a metal bar. 

The court was also told 
how he had been con¬ 


victed of sending abusive 
text messages to a girl in 
Blackpool in January 
2007, for which he was 
given a two-year con¬ 
ditional discharge. He had 
also been convicted of 
cheque fraud in Ely in 
October. 

Jacqui Baldwin, defend¬ 
ing, asked for Bovelle’s 
early guilty plea to be 
taken into consideration, 
but added he would refuse 
to co-operate with any 
community punishment 
order handed out. 

He was sentenced to 
three months in prison for 
the weapon charge and an 
extra month for sending 
the text messages. A 
concurrent sentence of 
one month was given for 
breaching his 2007 
discharge order. 

Sentencing him, chief 
magistrate Many Rone 
said: “It is certainly not a 
nice thing to do on 
Christmas Day” 

As he was told his fate, 
Bovelle began grinning. 

Mrs Rone told him: 
“Prison is not a laughing 
matter - you need help 
and I hope you will find it 
in there.” 


Woman pleads guilty to assaulting policeman 


A 59-YEAR-OLD 
woman will be 
sentenced next 
month for 
assaulting a police 
officer. 

Audrey Gill, of 
High Street, Ely, 
appeared at the 


city’s magistrates 
court on Thursday 
after pleading 
guilty at an earlier 
hearing to being 
drunk and 
disorderly and 
assaulting a police 
officer. 


It followed an 
attack on Pc Mark 
Beaven who had 
been called to a 
disturbance at her 
home on 
December 10. 
However, staff 
sickness in the 


probation service 
meant a pre¬ 
sentence report 
was not available 
to magistrates. 
The case was ad¬ 
journed for 
sentence until 
February 7.

Residents lose fight 
for parking permits

RESIDENTS have lost 
their battle for town 
centre parking per¬ 
mits in Ely. 

Members of East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Coun¬ 
cil’s environment and 
transport committee ref¬ 
used to back down over 
plans to stop people using 
the city’s long-term car 
parks for residential park¬ 
ing each morning. 

Car owners who live in 
narrow city centre streets 
currently use the car parks 
in Ship Lane, Barton Road 
and Newlands Road as there 
are no on-street parking 
bays near their homes. 

But from next month they 
will face a £30 fine if they 
are found parking there 
before 8.30am thanks to a 
new business parking per¬ 
mit scheme, which will give 
priority to employees 
entering the city each day 
to work instead. 

Businesses will pay £25 
per year each for the per¬ 
mits, with 139 firms already 
making an application for 
the 335 spaces available. 

More than 30 cam¬ 
paigners picketed the 
council’s offices in Nutholt 
Lane, Ely, before the comm¬ 


ittee meeting to ask for the 
same status as workers. 

But committee chairman 
John Seaman was unmoved 
by their appeal, saying: 
“We have had to strike a 
balance for the best 
interests of Ely to move 
commuters out of the city 
centre car parks while 
freeing up short and 
medium stay spaces. 

“This is a situation 
which will affect some local 
residents but - and this is 
not a flippant or arrogant 
remark - they have always 
been obliged to remove 
their cars for at least an 
hour a day. 

“I do not think we should 
give people the right to own 


a plot of land in perpetuity 
- I don’t see why we should 
make a concession to 
people in these three 
streets. 

“If we did, everyone 
would say ‘Why can’t we 
have one too?”’ 

But Christ Bent, of Silver 
Street, speaking on behalf 
of the protesters, said: “ We 
feel strongly that it is 
unfair, unreasonable and 
undemocratic to favour 
workers with a permit 
scheme, to the exclusion of 
residents in the controlled 
zone who do not have 
anywhere else to park.” 

He added that he believed 
the changes would unfairly 
affect night and shift 


workers who would have to 
move their cars each morn¬ 
ing to avoid the penalty 
notices. 

Councillors dismissed an 
appeal by the city’s Liberal 
Democrat group to allow 
residents parking permits 
for the streets affected by 
the changes, voting five to 
three against. 

The protest follows a 750- 
name petition calling for a 
concession for city centre 
residents who choose to 
have cars and numerous 
letters to the council. 

Residents have vowed to 
fight on and overturn the 
decision, which will be 
reviewed by the council 
after six months.

Missing pet prompts 
neighbours’ brawl

A FURIOUS row 
over a pet rabbit 
ended in a brawl 
between neighbours 
who had to be sepa¬ 
rated by police. 

The violence erupted 
after claims that Roberta 
Kish had stolen her 
neighbour’s pet rabbit 
and thrown it over her 
garden fence into a 
nearby garden. 

Ely Magistrates’ Court 
heard how Sean Banyard 
had returned to his 
home in Bakers Corner, 
Ely, on November 8, 
where he was told by his 
girlfriend Trade Lee 
that their rabbit hutch 
had gone missing during 
the day. 

The rabbit hutch was 
later recovered and the 
pet bunny found in the 
garden of neighbour 
Sharon Boylan. 

But when Mr Banyard 
and Ms Boylan con¬ 
fronted Ms Kish about 
the missing animal on 
her doorstep, a heated 
row broke out between 
the two women. 


During the argument, 
Boylan punched Ms 
Kish, who suffers from 
multiple sclerosis, in the 
face and the pair fell to 
the ground fighting in 
front of a crowd of 
shocked neighbours. 

Ms Kish told the court: 
“She was accusing me 
having the rabbit. I told 
her T have been in all 
day - I don’t know what 
you’re talking about. 

“She went to take a 
swing at me and I went 
to defend myself, but she 
hit me above the left eye. 

“It was closed fist and 
she was full of rage and 
anger.” 

Mr Banyard told the 
court how he had to turn 
peacemaker and restrain 
Boylan in a bear hug to 
stop her attacking Miss 
Kish again. 

He said: “I told every¬ 
one to calm down, but 
she broke free and 
knocked Robbie [Rober¬ 
ta] to the ground. 

“I grabbed hold of 
Sharon in a bear hug 


and put her to the 
ground. But she was still 
trying to go after 
Robbie.” 

A passing housing 
officer, Sharon Willis, 
also intervened to 
restrain Boylan, who 
admitted in court to 
drinking 1.5 litres of 
cider before the attack. 
Police officers were 
called to the incident, 
arresting Boylan on 
suspicion of assault. 

However, the 41-year- 
old claimed she was 
acting in self defence, 
later telling police that 
Ms Kish had “flown at 
me like a lunatic”. 

Boylan, of Bakers Cor¬ 
ner, Ely, denied assault¬ 
ing Miss Kish, but was 
found guilty at a trial on 
Thursday. She was acq¬ 
uitted of the harassment 
of Trade Lee. 

She was released on 
bail for the preparation 
of a pre-sentence report. 
She will return to the 
court for sentence on 
February 7.

Do your bit for birds! 


IT’S time to fill up your 
bird feeders, get out your 
binoculars and note down 
the species you attract 
into your garden, to do 
your bit for the world’s 
biggest bird survey 

The next Big Garden 
Birdwatch, organised by the 
Royal Society for the Protection 
of Birds, takes place on 
January 26 and 27, when people 
are being asked to watch the 
birds in their garden or local 
park for an hour to help learn 
more about the birds in this 
country 

Last January, more than 
450,000 people spent an hour 
watching their local birds, 
collectively recording more 
than 8.1 million in more than 
270,000 gardens. 

So, how can you encourage 
birds into your garden? 

Wildlife expert Tony Soper, 
author of The Bird Table Book, 
a definitive guide to attracting 
birds into your garden, says: 
“The process starts with an 
abundance of greenery, 
providing food for insects 
which in turn support blue tits, 


It’s not hard 
to encourage

which in their turn support 
sparrowhawks. 

“The very nature of 
gardening itself, the process of 
turning soil and planting new 
life, encourages a particular 
group of birds - those which 
are best able to adapt to our 
activities. 

“Robins, thrushes, house 
sparrows, starlings and 
dunnocks are all predisposed to 
live alongside us and will soon 
take advantage of new housing 
potential.” 

Of course, some of us with 
mature gardens, with old trees, 
thick hedges and plenty of 
corners and crevices, will 
already have a bird haven. 
Indeed, the highest bird density 
in Britain is found in suburban 


gardens and estates, says Soper. 

But if you live in a new house 
with young saplings and little 
attraction for wildlife, a well 
stocked bird table and 
drinking/bathing pool should 
encourage birds into your plot. 

Gardeners should aim to 
plant species which allow for 
maximum berry, seed, nut and 
insect production and provide 
some cover and water. 

Berried shrubs such as holly, 
cotoneaster, berberis and 
pyracantha, and trees such as 
rowan and crab apple, provide 
autumn and winter food as well 
as spring nesting sites. 

Don’t cut off the seedheads 
left on herbaceous perennials. 
Autumn-flowering Michaelmas 
daisies and rudbeckias should 
be left alone. Sunflowers from 
summer are a feast for birds. 
Cut the dried heads off and 
hang them from trees in winter, 
when they are most needed. 

“Make the place an adventure 
course for enterprising bird 
explorers,” says Soper. This 
may mean creating a varied 
environment of lawns, 
rockeries, walls, miniature 
hills, streams and ponds. 

It may go against the grain to 


encourage weeds, but keeping a 
wilderness area in part of your 
garden encourages birds. Nettle 
beds are a haven for caterpillars 
and a breeding ground for 
insects. The wild area should 
have a dark roosting place and a 
variety of seed-producing 
weeds including knapweed, 
teasel and dandelion.

over leaked jet fuel

WATER supplies to 58,000 
homes in Cambridgeshire 
have been put under 
threat after thousands of 
gallons of jet fuel leaked 
into the ground at an 
American Air Force base. 

A borehole which supplies 
homes in Ely, Haddenham, 
Soham and the surrounding 
areas could be affected. 

Contractors working at the 
Mildenhall base are being pros¬ 
ecuted for causing the pollution 
of an underground water supply. 

The incident happened in 
April last year and could take 
decades to clear up as the fuel 
filters into the chalk which 
holds the underground water 
supplies. 

Although 6,000 gallons of fuel 
have been recovered, the pollu¬ 
tion could still reach a water 
supply borehole a mile from the 
site of the leak in a year. 

Anne-Lise McDonald, prosecu¬ 
ting for the Environment Ag¬ 
ency, outlined the case at 
Mildenhall Magistrates’ Court. 

Roy Clarke, 59, who trades as 
Underground Solutions, of Diss, 
Norfolk, and T Clarke (Mid¬ 
lands) Ltd, based in south-east 
London, have denied causing 
pollution. 


The case against them was 
adjourned until Monday, Feb¬ 
ruary 4, for court officials to try 
to arrange a date for the trial 
and a special hearing to settle a 
legal point raised by the defence. 

Mrs McDonald said: “The 
risks were known, but proper 
care wasn’t taken to deal with 
the risks.” 

She said T Clarke (Midlands) 
sub-contracted Roy Clarke to 
drill under a taxi-way at the base 
when a 10-inch stainless steel 
fuel pipe was damaged on April 
20 . 

She told the court that the 
workers had encountered a 
problem where a pipe they were 
installing got stuck. 

They went home that night 
intending to try to fix the 
problem the following day. 

But that night 38,000 gallons of 


JP8 jet fuel leaked from the pipe. 

Mrs McDonald said: “There is 
clearly a very serious impact on 
the environment from this 
incident.” 

An Anglian Water (AW) 
spokeswoman said extra mon¬ 
itoring was being carried out to 
give advance warning of any 
threat to the water supply 

She said AW had contingency 
plans to open up new sources of 
water if the borehole was conta¬ 
minated. 

She said: “The pollution could 
take a year to reach the borehole 
or it could take longer or it may 
never reach there. But the 
supply from that borehole would 
be stopped if it became a risk.” 

She said that the use of an 
alternative supply would mean 
that domestic water supplies 
would not be disrupted.

FIRST-TIME buyers in the 
region need large incomes 
of anything from £40,000 to 
as high as £78,000 to get a 
foot on the housing ladder, 
according to a new report. 

The shocking figure was reveal¬ 
ed by the National Housing Feder¬ 
ation and experts say first-time 
buyers “face a life on hold” as a 
result of the astronomical 
incomes needed to buy their first 
home. 

Average house prices in the 
region are 10 times the average 
salary and thousands of people 
are currently on the waiting list 
for council housing. 

In the Newmarket area people 
wanting to buy a house would 
need to be earning a whopping 
£47,375 a year. But estate agents 
think potential first-time buyers 
across the region should not 
panic. 

Mike Stubbins, consultant at 
Pocock and Shaw in Ely, said: 
“People are still buying, but they 
are more cautious. 

“It’s certainly a stretch for first¬ 
time buyers, but then that’s 


always been the case. There are 
still many new build homes which 
are well within the reach of most 
first-time buyers. You can buy a 
nice two-bedroom home with a 
garage in Sutton for £149,000 to 
£160,000. 


“Properties in the centre of Ely 
are quite high and we don’t see too 
many first-time buyers there. 

“But demand is still strong for 
houses, particularly with commut¬ 
ers as rail access to London and 
Cambridge is very good. House 


prices are much lower in the Ely 
area so it’s a very popular place to 
buy” 

In the past 10 years prices have 
trebled and even at the cheap end 
of the market homes cost seven- 
times median regional incomes. 


Banks and mortgage companies 
generally lend no more than five 
times salary. 

Socially rented homes are also 
becoming harder to find. For 
every two “social” homes for rent 
built in the region last year, one 
existing home was lost when 
tenants exercised their “right to 
buy” 

Gina King, the National Hous¬ 
ing Federation’s head of region, 
said: “With house prices in the 
region set to rise faster than any¬ 
where else in the country over the 
next five years, we face an un¬ 
happy prospect of longer waiting 
lists, more overcrowding and 
more adult children unable to 
move away from the parental 
home. 

“Figures tell us that high 
demand from a fast growing 
population, and a continued 
under-provision of new housing 
supply will maintain pressure on 
an already over inflated housing 
market, and this will mean that 
house prices will inevitably keep 
on rising.” 

She said overall housing supply 
was 25 per cent below require¬ 
ments, and social housing provis¬ 
ion was only half what is needed.

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MP calls for tougher measures as even six year olds become prey

Record 376 children 
mugged in the street 


THE number of child¬ 
ren being mugged for 
their valuables has 
soared - with some as 
young as six falling 
prey to robbers. 

Street robberies on young¬ 
sters have tripled in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire in three years. 

In that time police have 
recorded 376 muggings on 
under-17s, according to figur¬ 
es obtained using the Free¬ 
dom of Information Act. 

During 2004-05, there were 
67 street robberies on young 
people which included a six 
year old, two seven year olds 
and seven under-lOs. 

And from 2005-06, the num¬ 
ber of young victims leaped 
to 123 with another six year 
old being mugged. 

But in 2006-07, the numbers 
shot up to 186 - and 24 of the 
victims were under 12. 

One teen had a gun held to 
his head, another was threat¬ 
ened with a kitchen knife. 

Jim Paice, Conservative 
MP for South East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, was horrified.

He said: “The fact two six 
year olds have been mugged 
in the street as well as all the 
other youngsters is absol¬ 
utely horrendous. 

“The Government is doing 
nothing to tackle the funda¬ 
mental problems in society - 
or as David Cameron said, 
‘our broken society’. 

“You can hand out all the 
anti-social behaviour orders 
you like, but the fact is some 
parents are just not caring 
for their kids. We have 
broken homes, no discipline 
from parents or respect for 
other people’s property 
instilled into youngsters. 

“To say that children carry 
around more valuables like 
mobile phones shouldn’t be 
an excuse. You can lock them 
up in prison but it won’t stop 
them. I think these people 
who mug a six-year-old 
should be shot. It’s horrend¬ 
ous. These children might 
never get over it.” 


Carrie Herbert, director of 
the Cambridge-based learn¬ 
ing centre for bullying vic¬ 
tims, Red Balloon, is used to 
helping children overcome 
horrific bullying. 

But she said: “I am absol¬ 
utely shocked that children 
as young as six are being 
mugged. I’m also horrified 
the number of muggings on 
young people has tripled. We 
really need to do something 
about this shocking rise.” 

She had advice for parents 
whose child had been 
mugged: “If the child is 
taking it very hard they may 
need therapy or counselling. 
Parents have to take what the 
child says seriously and don’t 
tell them off for it. They need 
support. Ask your GP or the 
police for help.” 

Guns and knives have even 
been used by muggers 
against teens. One 16 year old 
was dragged off High Street, 
in March, at 9.30pm on 
November 13, 2006, before 
being joined by two others, 
who took his wallet and a 
necklace. 

In another mugging, a 


robber out of jail on licence 
threatened a 17-year-old with 
a six-inch kitchen knife and 
stole his wallet. 

He was walking home 
along Gilbert Road in Cam¬ 
bridge when Douglas Craw¬ 
ford - free after a three-year 
stint in a young offender 
institution for mugging 
youngsters on the city’s 
streets-pounced. 

Crawford, 19, held the knife 
against the teen’s chest as he 
demanded his wallet and 
mobile phone. 

Jailed in 2003 for five street 
robberies, drug addict Craw¬ 
ford pleaded guilty to theft 
and common assault and was 
sentenced to 21 months in 
custody in March 2006. 

The number of young 
muggers. Police charged or 
cautioned 168 under-17s for 
the crime from 2004-07. In 
2004-05, 36 young muggers 
were caught including five 11 
year olds and three aged 12. 
That figure doubled in 2005-06 
when 79 young muggers were 
caught, but in 2006-7 the 
number dropped to 53.

And Rusty finally 
reached his target 
weight of 40kgs in 
December after 
receiving a special 
Royal Canin diet. 

Mr Wylie, from Bury St 
Edmunds, said: “Rusty 
has made huge 
progress. We can now 
feel his ribs and he has 
a waistline at last. 

“He is a much happier 
and healthier dog now, 
his pain is well- 
controlled and he walks 
much better than he 
could before.

Car makers aim for greener year 


MOST car 

manufacturer’ sales 
charts moved in an 
upward direction in 
2007, but the signs are 
now clear that their 
greener approach to 
motoring is paying 
off. 

The Society of Motor 
Manufacturers and 

Traders’ (SMMT) newly- 
released sales data shows 
that the UK’s 2007 market 
total was up by 2.5 per cent 
- that’s 2,404,007 units - but 
the average new car carbon 
dioxide (C02) figure 
dropped again, down 1.4 
per cent year on year to 
164.9g/km, a total fall of 
13.1 per cent since 1997. 

And the SMMT points 
out that each vehicle made 
in Britain requires half the 
energy to produce than it 
did just five years ago, 
saving an estimated 700,000 
tonnes of C02 a year. 

Interesting revelations 
from the overall 2007 sales 
output includes the fact 
that fuel-efficient diesel 
models have taken a record 
share, 40.2 per cent - 
967,436 units - and that 
supermini, and small 
family, cars also posted 
upward growth. 

The top seller of 
premium motors in Britain 
last year was BMW, which 
achieved record total BMW 
and Mini sales of 169,236 
vehicles, a whopping 
increase of 10 per cent over 
2006. 

The BMW brand 
accounted for 121,575 of 
those sales, up five per cent 
on 2006, and it was also the 
German firm’s seventh 
successive year for record 
sales. 

Mini achieved 47,661 
registrations, its best 
annual performance since 


the vehicle’s UK launch in 
July 2001, representing a 25 
per cent increase over 2006. 

When it came to C02 
output, 2007 saw 87 per cent 
of BMWs sold in the UK 
fall below the 225g/km 
figure, and 14 per cent 
below 140g/km. 

The firm says these 
emissions figures will 
further improve in 2008 
with 95 per cent of BMW 
UK’s sales volume set to be 
less than 225g/km, and 
more than 40 per cent of 
those outputting less than 
140g/km. 

Spanish marque Seat 
now has its sights set on a 
record 2008, after notching 
up another impressive year 
of solid sales growth. 

The firm’s rapidly- 
expanding selection of 
sporty, high-value models 
is clearly connecting with 
UK buyers seeking the 
firm’s mix of style, safety, 
and lively Latin spirit. 

Seat saw a significant 5.9 
per cent sales increase over 
the last 12 months, a 
performance which has 
also seen its market share 
rise to 1.45 per cent. 

The firm’s biggest seller 
last year, and for the first 
time overtaking the Ibiza, 
was the Leon five-door 
family hatch, with 13,488 
new registrations. 

Even so, the Ibiza three 
and five-door superminis 
found 13,085 homes, and the 
practical Altea attracted 
3,667 buyers. 

Peter Wyhinny, director 
of Seat UK, trumpets: “We 
are, very clearly, a brand 
which is continuing on the 
up. Total sales last year 
were only just shy of our 
all-time UK record.” 

Globally, the Peugeot 
Citroen sold 3,428,000 
vehicles, up 1.8 per cent on 
its 2006 figure, while in the

I ZOOM-ZOOM ... the new Mazda6 ticks all the right boxes. 


SINCE the start of “Zoom- 
Zoom” in 2002 it’s been 
boom-boom time for Mazda, 
which has finally acquired 
some sort of consistency 
after years of random 
successes. 

The Japanese firm has always 
set out to build cars with a good 
chance of staying competitive for a 
very few years. Think the MX-5, 
still the world’s most successful 
convertible, with the rotary- 
engined RX-8 bidding for glory on 
the inside track. But overall Mazda 
had been an underperformer. 

However, after declaring its core 
motivation - “dynamic and 
forward-thinking design coupled 
with sporty performance and a fun 
driving feel” - six years ago, the 
Japanese firm has acquired a lot of 
momentum. Expectations for the 
Mazda6 - launched, somewhat 
bizarrely, on Boxing Day - are 
particularly high because the 
Mazda6 was the first new-gener- 
ation model to get the Zoom-Zoom 
treatment. So - has it worked? 

Well just looking at the new 
incarnation you’ll notice subtle but 
definite improvements on the 


outgoing model - a sportier front 
bumper, bigger air intake, cuter fog 
lamps, alloys are standard, the rear 
is more smoother and more 
sophisticated. The car’s been wind- 
tunnel tested until its 
aerodynamics are best-in-class. 

The engine is Euro IV compliant 
and benefits from significant 
weight reductions on the previous 
model, making the 2.0-litre petrol 
unit tested 13 per cent more fuel- 
efficient (up to 39.8mpg) plus 
there’s a 12 per cent improvement 
on C02 emissions (down to 
168g/km). The vehicle is now built 
from 90 per cent recyclable 
materials. 

It’s also superbly quiet at 
motorway speeds. Wind noise is 
minimal, there’s virtually no 
vibration and the use of sound¬ 
absorbing materials has done the 
vehicle huge favours. The Mazda6 
is lithe and eager in all standard 


road conditions, with involving 
steering and good feedback from 
the accelerator pedal. The six- 
speed gearbox suits in-town 
driving as well as the longer-haul 
experience. 

The interior is well-built 
withoutbeing especially 

remarkable. Rear legroom is good. 
The Mazda6 is marginally larger 
than its predecessor, which is in 
line with industry standards. But 
its weight-saving and frugal fuel 
credentials ensure that it will be a 


successful choice (very probably 
mostly the diesel) in the user- 
chooser stakes. Unlike a lot of 
other options in this sector, the 
Mazda6 will also attract attention 
from private buyers. 

BASICALLY... 

The Mazda6 is no longer a worthy 
car riding just below the other 
contenders in the sector - it’s a 
contender for the top slot itself. 

It’s a win-win situation for the 
Zoom-Zoom practitioner!
